28. A method for inactivating viruses in(a body fluid) the method comprising the steps

initially storing an amount of methylene blue and an amount of thq body fluid' in separate 


sterile, scaled containers, each container having an inner surface made of a non-polyvinyl 
chloride, plastic material and the container in which the(body fluid/ is store4^ncludes portions . 
that are made of a polyvinyl chloride material; 

forming a mixture by adding at least a portion of the amount of the methylene blue to the 
amount of the^body fluid .wherein the portion of methylene blue is a virucidally effective amount 
of the methylene blue and further wherein the mixture formed is within one of the containers in 
which the methylene blue oi(body fluids initially stored under sterile conditions; and
